London, May 20._ 
It is shtisfactory to notice that Mr. Bale 
four's tactful speech on the defence of the 
hasexcited no resentment in Prakce. 
Every nation must in the necessity of things 
consider the. possibility “of war. with every 
other nation, aud the taking of precautions 
against it is no’ evidence of unfriendliness. 
‘The “Liberté,” among. other journals, notes

abstract in taking Prance aa 4 testcase, But 
it ‘was doneso delicately by the Promier that 
no other “inference could have been made 
frow his remarks, 

Saya.the, “Times :—This country has no 
reayon to be ‘dissatistied with the reception 
accorded abroad to Mr. Baltoar's speech upon 
Imperial dgtedce.. Justice bas been generally 
done to the purely defensive character ot his 
whole survey of the situation, and to the total 
‘absence of anything that might savour, how- 
ever remotely, of desigus sgainst the interests 
of any other country: Reasonable men every: 
where are aware that our temper, dur policy, 
and.our large commercial interests combine to 
réuder us extremely averse from aggression or 
provocative’ adventure. For defence we can 
rely upon & anited peopleyat home, and upon 
the o: ape of our fAlow-subjects all over 

j,while invasion of the rights of 
»uld be profoundly unpopular through- 
hole Empire. Indeed, it may be said 
that, if ever England should endanger the peace 
of the world, it would be by “her weakness, not 
by her’ strength ; by offering temptations to 


world 


cnpidity, not by exciting legitimate feirs of 
aggression. A feebly detexided British Empire 
would be the gréatgst of perils to the general 
tranquillity. ‘The spoils would be too rich and 
too varied to be left to any. single aggressor, 
and the division of the inheritance would 
involve the civilised world in sanguinary strug- 
gles. We have examples always before our eyes 
in Tarkey and in China of the dangers to 
peace involved ii the combination of weskness 
with coveted possessions. Our possessions doubt- 
Jess excite envy: in some quarters, and our free 
institutions are highly obnoxious to rolers who 
desire to impose their arbitrary will upou the 
millions who uwn their sway. But the instinct 
of-awakening peoples is on the other side. Col- 
lectively they see in our demccratic institu- 
tions’the ideal of their political imagination, 
and individually they find in the British Em- 
pire opportunities equal tothose of Englishmen, 
and infinitely greater than they could expect 
were our possessions to fall into the hands of 
those who tnost actively desire to take our 
place. The British Empire, like the United 
States, is open on equal terms to all men of 


| roply to the.addross of tho Prosideit of’ the 


Congress,.in which his Majesty expressed his 
earnest wish for the speedy arrival of the 
“happy event for oar country and my home” 
to which Senor Romero Robledo had referred. 
Toasmuch aa ‘tis love that makes the world 
go round,” and Royal weddings do not happen 
every day of the week, there will be no lack 
of speculation as to what the young King’s 


is the allocation of responsibility between 
owner and chauffeur. We might do worse than 
take s hint from Germany. There the owner 
bears tho entire responsibility of anything that 
happens, irrespective of whether be himself is 
on the oar or not. Such a regulation makes for 
caution bo'h in the selection of the driver and 
in the methods of the employé whose master, 
thus penalised, will himself exact the utmost 
penalty for any dereliction. 


What cannot fail to prove most important 
development in the system of University edo- 
cation is to be introduced in the autamn at 
Princetown University, U.S.A. A special fand 
of £500,000 is being raised, and the intention 
is to devote this sum chiefly to the employment 
of a number of additignal tutors, who will get 
into close touch with the men ahd give to each 
‘ real and personal attention. “An ‘ima- 
tion to the practice in English universities” —- 
so an American paper innocently characterises 
the scheme.
